formed The following month she vis­ 
ited the physician at his Walnut street 
office Miss Jahnsen asserts that dur­ 
ing this visit, which was about Aug. 
I, the doctor enticed her into a private 
office and attacked her. 
From that date, the girl says. Dr. 
Kearney called upon her regularly at 
her home, which at that time was on 
North Nineteenth street. 
About Dec, 
I. according to the 
testimony, the 
girl's mother noticed ber condition, 
and when the doctor was contracted 
he is alleged to have made a promise 
to marry her. It was then that the 
girl's condition became so critical that 
the family physician was called. 
Dr. Kearney, the girl says, reiterat­ 
ed his promise of marriage, and for 
that reason no legal steps were taken 
against him. While the girl was con­ 
valescent they went to Atlantic City, 
where they are said to have lived at 
a botel.

New York, June 28,—An emphatic

velt. Dr. Chappell said: 
"A morning newspaper has stated 
that an engagement had been made 
for me to meet Theodore Roosevelt at 
the Manhattan Eye. Far aud Throat 
hospital and there perform an oper­ 
ation upon his throat. 
“It is absurdly false from beginning 
to end. In the first place. I have not 
been in communication with Colonel 
Roosevelt since his return, and from 
other sources I have heard that the 
affection of his throat Is trivial.” 
The officials at the Manhattan hos­ 
pital 
denied 
that any engagement 
bad been made there by Colonel Roose­ 
velt. 
The report current was to the effect 
that the trouble 
had 
been caused 
through Colonel Roosevelt s long stay 
in Africa and that the cause of bls 
recent huskiness of voice was a small 
growth In his throat.

BANDITS ROBBED 
ALL PASSENGERS 


Train Held Up by Three Men 


at Ogden, Utah. 


DESPERADOES 
60T 
AWAY 


Looted Express Safe, and After Ter­ 


rifying Passengers With Revolvers, 


Gathertd Up All Valuables and Es­ 


caped. 


Ogden, Utah, June 28 —One of the 
boldest train robberies in the history 
of western railroads took place here, 
when three highwaymen stopped pas 
senger train No. I, of the Oregon 
Short line, rifled its express safc-s and 
went through the pockets of its bun 
tired or more passengers. The exact 
amount secured is not known, but It 
will reach well into the hundreds of 
dollars. 
Two passengers were injured 
during the melee—one of then Mrs 
J 
ll. Hall, whose diamond earrings 
were torn from her ears, anti the other 
a foreigner, who could not understand 
the demands of the highwaymen that 
be hold up his bands, and was badly 
manhandled with the bult of a six 
shooter for his resistance Two train 
men were also hurt 
The holdup took place Just as the 
train was leaving the city limits. Giant 
torpedoes exploding on the track led 
the engineer to believe something was 
wrong ahead, and he brought the traiu 
to a stop. 
N B Franklin the head 
brakeman, left the baggage car and 
ran ahead to see what was the mat 
ter 
He was met by a command to 
halt, and upon M using was felled by 
a blow from a revolver in the hands 
of one of the robbers, who darted out 
from the darkness 
Franklin realized 
at once wiiat was up and, feigning 
death 
fell to the ground and rolled 
down the embankment. Tile robbers 
evidently thought him dead and hur­ 
ried cen (cack to the train. 


Robbed All Passenger*. 
One of them climbed into the cab 
ami covered the engineer with a re 
volver The other two hurried on ba* k 
to the express car. compelled the mea- 
singer to open the door, and then to 
throw open the doors of bls safes 
These were hurriedly relieved of theit 
bags of money and other valuables 
Hut the amount secured evidently did 
uot satisfy the robbers. Jumping oui 
of the open door of the express car, 
they hurried to the first passenger 
coach amt began firing down Its aisle 
to frighten the |>assengers into sub­ 
mission. 
Then. while one of them 
stood cm the platform covering any 
possibility of esc ape and at the saute 
time keeping a watch on the fright­ 
ened men aud women in the car, his 
companion proceeded down the aisle 
and took over the cash and valuables 
of each passenger In turn. The gerund 
and third car were gone through in 
the same way. after which all three 
of the highwaymen left the traiu and 
vanished into the darkness 
Franklin 
as soon as the 
robbers 
were out of hearing distance, left the 
ditch and hurried to the home of a 
deputy sheriff near by. The peace of- 
fl< cr sounded the alarm at onc e. and 
a posso was soon in pursuit of the 
fleeing bandits. There Is no certainty 
as to the exact route they took, how 
ever. and the chances are strongly 
against any immediate capture. 
It is said that every passenger on 
the train lost something by the rob 
bery. Continuous shooting along the 
sides of the train during the holdup 
and immediately after the robbers had 
left the train prevented any outbreak 
by the passengers

For that purpose skiuimilk should al­ 
ways be used and not water. Milk will 
remove the cream more completely, 
and water is Injurious to the flavor 
Sixth.—Richness of milk. Under sim­ 
ilar conditions the separator will al­ 
ways give the same amount of cream 
and skimmllk from the same amount 
of whole milk. 
It la evident that It 
makes considerable difference In the 
richness of cream whether the milk 
teats 4 or 3 jwr cent fat.
